'tCAIRO—(/P)—British forces, smashed 
west along the Libyan Mediterranean 
coast, Monday captured the important 
Axis supply center of Gambut, ap- 
proximately halfway to the besieged 
British garrison at Tobruk, the British

Its success, announced on the sev- 


enth day of invasion of Axis-Libya, 
followed hard upon the capture of 
Bardia, a move by which the British 
Beached the Mediterranean to trap 
'Strong forces under the command of 
General Erwin Rommel 'entrenched 
along the Egyptian-Libyan border. 
An unofficial source said the 15,000 
Axis prisoners had been taken up to 
Sunday. 
Cl-British sources sa'id :thataoll -together 
the Axis armies had been battered 
into four separate isolated groups 
with the empire forces closing in to 
anihilate them. 


The main battle was pictured as a 


great clash of the world's most modern 
tanks and mechanized equipment with 
American-made machines playing a 
major role at Sidi Rezeh, 10 miles 
southeast of Tobruk.

Overhead British planes bombed and 


macine-gunned the Axis forces. The 
Germans were said to be rushing rein- 
fbrcements to their air force and a 
British spokesman asknowledged that 
the air opposition in Libya was in- 
creasing. He added that the Axis 
strength was concentrated in the back 
areas rather than on the battlefield. 
^Tank losses steadily cut down the 
Clumber of tanks taking part since re- 
inforcements were nit matching the 
destruction, the British said. 


Loss of Gambut by the Germans was 


said to be likely to gravely hamper 
the Axis supply lines. 
^ The Axis troops trapped along the 
Egyptian-Libyan border in the Halfaya 
Sidi Omar area were being pressed 
from the rear by Indian troops, the 
command said. 


The British forces which broke from 


•.Tobruk last week were said to be 
vonsolidating their positions after cap- 
turing enemy field guns and other 
materials.

n large crowd. And this means that 
:he members of the Friday Music club 
lave done a first class promotion and 
selling job. Behind the public-music 
groups of every great city, such as 
Memphis and St. Louis and Chicago, 
there must be such an organization 
of music lovers willing to contract 
for noted names and then willing to 
handle the actual arrangements with 
the local public . . . so necessary in 
making a concert season 
self-sus- 


taining. 


The Friday Music club has done 


all that, and these remarks are there- 
fore addressed in their direction rath- 
er than in the direction of Director 
Kryl, who is already well known. 


Indeed, candor requires that a news- 


paper editor write on musical sub- 
jects with the utmost caution. I am 
no authority. And I look over The 
Star's staff and find to my dismay 
that there isn't a single musical au- 
thority in the house . . . Once I was 
not so cautious . . . It has been a 
long time, but I have not forgotten. 


In 1920 I was a cub reporter on 


the staff of the Oberlin Review, Ober- 
lin college paper. I was assigned to 
cover the opening concert of the Ober- 
lin Glee club. This was pretty much 
of a strain on a cub, for Oberlin, Ohio, 
is the home of the Oberlin Conserva- 
tory of Music, ranking second only, 
I believe, to the famed Boston Con- 
servatory. 


So I dropped around to the Con- 


servatory for a few hints on what 
musical authorities thought about the 
glee club's forthcoming concert. The 
recital program had just been pub- 
lished. A couple of 'professors were 
discussing it. One said, "Well, the boys 
are being pretty" ambitious, I think . ." 


And so, in my concert report I men- 


tioned the word "ambitious." 


That was a mistake. 
I was only a t sophomore, and a 


middle-sized sophomore at that . . . 
All the principal glee club members 
were seniors, and 6-foot seniors at; 
that . . And all of them were mad 
at the Oberlin Review in general and 
me in particular. 


I spent a month off the "main drag," 


going down alleys and backstreets. 


And I have never had much con- 


fidence in professors since. 


So I know by inference that Mr. 


Kryl and his symphony must be 
good. No professor has spoken to me 
on the subject. But this man and 
his orchestra have been acclaimed by 
the people of hundreds of cities for 
a good many years—and what the 
people like you will like. You can 
depend on it.

When First Means First 


Defense comes first. We have all 


s-aid that, and the words 
dropped 


cosily from our tongues. The perfor- 
mance is not always so easy. If words 
are to have any meanings, first means 
first. Here's how Webster puts it: 


"Proceeding all others; first in time, 


or a series, position, or rank; fore- 
most in position; in front of or in 
advance of all others; foremost in 
rank, importance, or worth—" 


Well, how about it? Are we serious 


when we say defense comes first? 


Does it come before immediate ach- 


ievement of a particular administra- 
tive means of collecting union dues? 


Does it come before a new car or a 


new icebox next spring? 


Docs it come before the question 


of whether men belonging to Union 
A or Union B shall drive the nails 
for a new cantonment? 


Does it come before the manufacture 


of widgets and gadgets, even if the 
widgct-and-gagdet manufacturer suf- 
fers some hardship? 


Does it come before the ambitions 


and normal expectations of two mil- 
lion young men who have had to leave 
those things behind them for camp 
and ship? 


Does it come before the ability to 


buy luxuries and to live luxuriously? 


Does it come before a booming stock 


market and a deluge of easy and un- 
earned profits? 


Does it come before ease and com- 


fort and complacent wallowing in a 
"prosperity" that stems from the mis- 
ery of two-thirds of a world? 


In other words, does defense really 


come utterly and completely first? If 
it does, some other tilings will have 
to come second, and third, and four- 
th. 


That doesn't mean that they can- 


not come at all. In fact, the very 
suggestion that one hing comes first 
implies that others come afterward; 
Nobody has ever suggested a slogan 
of "Defense Only." Even the countries 
locked in Europe's death-grapple do 
not live on defense alone. But there 
defense comes first. 


So it must here. The other tilings 


can be achieved; they can be the se- 
conds and thirds and fourths. But first, 
defense. 


The time has come when first must 


mean first, and upt eventually. 


Congressional 
Leaders to 
Discuss Labor 


Meet Planned as 
2 More Strikes 
Break Out With 
Threat of Others 


WASHINGTON -(/P)- 
President 


Roosevelt invited 10 members of con- 
gress and two representatives of the 
labor department Monday to meet 
with him at the White House Monday 
night to discuss labor legislation. 


There was no indication from the 


White House whether Mr. Roosevelt 
had some specific measure in mind 
or merely wished to obtain views of 
the congressional delegation and la- 
bor department on measures already 
pending. 


A general strike by 8,500 AFL ma- 


chinists slowed production on millions 
of dollars in defense orders in the 
St. Louis area Monday as miners of 
the captive coal mines went back to 
work after a week-long strike. 


The labor picture was definitely 


brighter than last week when cap- 
tive miners were joined by thousands 
of commercial miners in sympathy 
strike but Roosevelt was said to favor 
legilsation remedies against the rc- 
currance of recent series of labor cris- 


Congress, however, was in no mood 


Monday to let the strike matter drop 
and Speaker Rayburn was expected to 
announce that the house would take 
up labor legislation next week. 


Representatives of the railway la- 


bor and management resumed confer- 
ences Monday at Mr, Roosevelt's re- 
quest, in attempts to compromise dif- 
ferences which resulted in the 150,- 
000 members of the railway operating 
unions calling a strike for December 
7. 


As the •tap'tivc mines, which are 


owned by the Steel companies, re- 
sumed production curtailed steel op- 
erations expanded. One blast furnace 
closed in the Birmingham area was 
expected to resume work Tuesday and 
at Carnegie, 111., which closed 11 fur- 
naces, all of which will be produc- 
ing by Wednesday.

In Chicago 1,200 dock workers, mem- 


bers of the AFL and National brother- 
hood of teamsters started a strike 
which threatened to tic up motor 
transport systems in Illinois and ad- 
joining states.

WASHINGTON —(/P)- The White 


House announced that a contingent of 
American troops would move into 
Dutch Guiana to protect valuable 
bauxite mines which supply the United 
States with large supplies of raw 
aluminum. 


The arrangement was made by the 


United States and the Netherlands 
govrenment and to which the govern- 
ment of Brazil has given whole-heart- 
ed approval, it was said. 


Bauxite in Surinam furnishes up- 


wards of 60 per cent of the require- 
ment of the U. S. aluminum industry 
which is so vital to defense of the 
United States, the Western Hemi- 
sphere and to nations resisting ag- 
gression. 


''Therefore it is necessary that safety 


of these mines should be assured," 
the announcement said.
